Tle same English rule which 
permita polygamy and other un-English 
social peculiarities to exist under the 
wgia of the English flag, need not Ko 
specially scandalizéd by thia comparative- 
ly harmless usage of pagan society.

breathe, either in England or its Colonies,

Looking at the immediate results of 
official interference with thia long-stand- 
ing social- custom, the first difficulty 
which presents itself ia, what. is to be 
done with’ the girls who would thus 
be thrown on the world! Most of 
those now'in this description of. service 
have #0 completely severed their connec- 
tion with their friends and relations, that 
dismizzal would simply mean an entrance 
into a bondage of a far worse kind ; and 
ifs paternal Government decrees that 
this mild, so-called “slavery” shall cease 
to oxist, it must follow up this action by 
making provision to feed, clothe and 
house such outcaste. Besides, it must 
likewise undertake all the responsibilities 
of parents, and, like the good missionaries 
of our’ practical charities, find suitable 
husbands for the fair maidens thus left 
unprovided for, These are the duties 
which. must be performed by any ad- 
ministration which carelessly or hastily 
overturns this established custom, if it 
pretends ta,lay any claim to have the 
well-being and improvement of the peo- 
ple at heart.

: JEWS IN.OHINA. 
Tt is strange thaf the interesting ac- 
count. of the Jowish colony at Kae-fung- 
foo, written by Mr Licbermann in 1876, 
should have beet published for tho firat 
time this year in the Jewish. Chronicle, 
This. enterprising, traveller is. the -first 
European Jew who has had commanica- 
tions ‘with the romnant of the Jewa in 


| China and the points he noted, which have 


not becn observed or placed on record by 
other: travellers, though not numerous, are 
intoresting. On the first day of his arrival 
at the olty of Kae-fung foo, Mr Liebermann 
invited. to his inn some of ‘the mon of 
Jewish descent who are known as Taou- 
kin-ko-dow, which moans “ taking out the 
sinew from the flesh.” He ingnired of 
thom what religion they professed, and 
thoy said 
asked the name of the God they worshipped, 
they said ‘‘Ye-cho a cha” (Sehovey, a 
pronunciation. which apparently has beon 
adopted to avoid a profane utterance of the 
jnefiablo name. He next enquired whether 
their possession any copies of 
tho Law, and they replicd that they once 
had a scroll, but that some foreigners came 
and took it away. We are much interested 
in learning particulars of this procoeding. 
Several yoars ago a copy of the scroll of 
the Law was exhibited at 9 meeting of the 
“‘North-China Branch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society,” but what becamo of it we have 
been unable to discover. Some *time ago 
certain families migrated to Peking—and 
took with them three scrolls. The im- 
pression left on Mr Liebermann’s mind 
undoubtedly was that the loss of these all- 
important documents was decply deplored 
by the religions members of the little 
colony. They stated that they once had a 
very fine synagogue built on the model of 
in the courts of 
which they burnt incenso by day and by 
night, but this bad not existed for several 
centuries. A part of that building was 
called Bethel (the House of God.) Only 
Cobanim, descendants of Aaron, officiated 
here on Sabbath festivals and new moons. 
lero the Jews mado votive offerings, burnt 
jncengo, and chanted hymns and religious 
songs, which were accompanied by the 
beating of drums, On such occasions thoy 
feasted and mado morry, suspending at the 
doors and windows of their houses silken 
steamers of purple and blue. «But all these 
pageants and glorios have passed away. 
Some forty years ago, for some reason 
which is not explained, the synagogue came 
fo ruin, and when the last of their elders 
died the knowledge of the Scriptures com- 
ceased. —Now-the -Hebrow pilgrim 
finds nothing but stones to mark the traces 
of the ancient synagogue whero the little 
community had listed to the Law originally 
given from Sinai. The courtyard is a 
standing pool of stagnant water. Tradi- 
tions of their ancient history, however, 
linger in the recollection of the scattered 
and impoverished inhabitants of tho colony. 
When asked whence their ancestors had 
come, they replied that their fathers came 
from the West, and had been exiled from 
their land“ becauso they had xrcbelled 
against the will of the Almighty.” They 
idded, Wo are the sons of Abraham, 
Igaac and Jacob, and are descended from 
the tribe of: Asher.” Some curious par- 
ticulars about the present condition of the 
Jows in other parts of China wore picked up 
by MrLicbermann. They state that several 
of them 
at Government posts and military 
offices. . They had abandoned many of their 
tenets, but still abstained from the-use of 
blood and the flesh of uncleananimals. They 
rofrain from intermarrying with porsons.of_ 
other crecds, and have burial grounds of 
their own, Tho impression left by Mr 
Liebormann’s account is substantially the 
game as that which we receive from tho 
narrative of Mr Finn, who published more 
than thirty years ago o well digested ae- 
count of the data collected, concerning the 
Jews in China, by Gozani and other Jesuits 
in the last century. Tho newest examiner 
of this interesting subject adds little to the 
carefal description which Dr. Willisms 
summarizes from Mr Finn, and which Mr 
Finn summarized from tho Jesuits. De 
Guignes says that the Jows in‘Honan were 
called Lan-man Hwui-tsz, ‘‘Mohammedans 
with Bluo Bonnots,” but this designation 
seems to’have been superseded. We learn, 
however, from Mr Liebermann that the 
Jews expressed a,vory groat desire for in- 
struction in their religion, but thet they pro- 
fessed themselves too poor to secure the 
services ofa Rabbi, adding that the Chinese 
Government .would undoubtedly interpose 
difficulties if European Jews came out to 
bring them back to their ancient religion. 
The date of thearrival of the Jews in China 
isunknown. There is alegend to the offect 
that they immigrated into Cochin four 
hundred years ago. ‘The Kae-fung foo 
Jews stated that thoy once had in their 


J synagogue © golden bell on which was in-

tho sanctuary was erected, the place whence 
they came, the reason why they had come, 
and other matters concerning their history. 
'Phis valuable bell, howover, had been 
stolen, according to report, by the Moham- 
medans, who had also taken away some of 
their sacred books. This statement was 
confirmed by the Mollahs, whose mosque 
Mr Liebermann visited, and who showed 
him a manuscript containing the second 
portion of tho Book of Exodusin Hebrew 
characters. ‘This document may not be 
the.only one which has fallen into Mussul- 
man hands, and, indeed, the short narrative

COUNT SZECHENPS EXPEDITION 
"IN-CENTRAL ASIA, .

Mails exchanged with Manila and Saigon. 


The Philippine Islands being now admit- 
ted into the General Postal Union, it fol- 
lows that all. paid correspondence received 
from Manila in the mails will be delivered 
free by this Office, and that all paid cor- 
respondence sent to Manila tn the mails 
should be delivered free there, 

Article 1X of the Postal Treaty of Berne 
provides that ‘* Neither the senders nor the 
addressees Of letters and other postal 
packets shall be called upon to pay, either 
in the Country of Origin, or in that of 
Destination, any tax or duty other than ” 
the recognised rates Jevied (in the caso of 
paid correspondence) by the despatching 
Office.. It is hoped that any extra charge, 
of apparently extra charge, will at once. be 
brought to the notice of the proper 
authorities, in elther Colony, 

The above does not apply in any to loose 
letters sent outside the mails,. These will 
always bo charged on. arrival in Hongkong 


and probably the Manila Office will adopt’ 


the same course, : 

Complaints are sometimes received of 
extra charges on correspondence exchanged. 
between this Colony and Saigon, but it is 
believed it would be found in all cases that 
the letters, &c., had been rai loose.

Under instructions from the London 

Post Cffice, the Mails for the United King- 

om which have hithorto been forwarded 
vid, Marseilles, will henceforth be forwarded 
vid Naples, a8 it is understood that a gain 
of twelve hours results from the adoption 
of this route... 

As it would be extremely inconvenient to 

divide the mail, and no practical advantage 
would result from doing 20, all correspond- 
ence intended forthe United Kingdom by 
#rench Packet will be sent vid Naples, even 
though marked vié Marseilles, 
- An impression appears to prevail that 
correspondence for the Mediterranean sta- 
tions, Gibraltar, Malta, Cyprus, the Levant, 
Turkey, do., canbe forwarded only by 
british Packet. It can be forwarded also 
by French Packet, and if so ‘forwarded 
generally arrives a week earlier than if it 
had been detained for the British Mail, 


The Post Office Is not, by law, responsible 
for any loss or inconveniencs which may 
arise from the, non-delivery, mis-sending, 
or mis-delivery of any letter, book, or other 
postal pert (even if the packet be re- 
giatered),-nor is the Post Office responsible 
for any injury which a packet may sustain 
during its transmission, 

To guard against such injury all postal 
packets, which are likely to suffer from 
stamping or from great pressure should be 
placed in strong covers; and even with this 
precaution no fragile article should be sent 
through the Poat. it should be remembered 
that every packet bas to be handled several 
times ; that it is exposed to cousiderable 
pressure and friction in the mail bag ; and 
that, whenever the bag has in the course of 
its tranamission to be transferred by. means. 
of tho railway apparatus, the risk of injury 
is much increased, : 

No information can be given respecting 
letters which pass through a Post Office 
except to the persons to. whom they are 
addressed ; aud in no other way is official 
information of a private character allowed 
to bo made public. A Postmaster may, 
however, give ap address if he has no reason 
to believe that the person whose address it 
is would disapprove of his doing so. 

Postmasters are not allowed to return any 
letter or other packet to the writer oraender, 
or to any one elze, or to delay forwarding 
it to its deatination according Lo the address, 
‘even though a request to such effect be 
written thereon. 

Postmasters are not bound to give change, 
nor are they authorised to demand change ; 
and whon money is paid at a Post Office, 
ghetber as chango or otherwise, no question 
as to its right amount, goodneas, or weight 
can be entertained after it has been removed 
from the counter, 

“Postmasters are not bound to welgh any 
letters or other packets for the public, but 
they may do so if their duty bo not thereby 
impeded. 


The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the East and West Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(except such as is specially prepared), is 
attecded with much jnconyenience, and 
frequently wi h serious injury, not only to 
the lotters 80 sealed but to the other letters 
in the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters to each other, ‘The 
publis are therefore recommended, in all 
such cases, to use either wafers dr gum, and 
to advise their correspondenta it. the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same, 


— 


The registration gf ‘a packet makes iis 
transmission much More secure, inasmuch 
‘as, under ordinary circumstances, a regis- 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
couree; and thus the loss of a registered 
packet isa very rare occurrence, . Neverthe- 
less large sums of money or other ‘articles 
of great value should not be eent through 
the post, even if the ew be registered; as 
the machinery of the Department is. not 
arranged with a view to such transmission, 
By law, the Post Office is not re:ponsible 
for the safe delivery of registered packets ; 
though avy officer who may neglect his 
duty on this point will be called to atrict 
account, Sent in unregistered letters, valu- 
able articles are exposed to risk, and offer a 
temptation which ought not to’be created ; 
and the Department cannot in ‘any way 
undertake the safe conveyance of such 
packets, All inland or colonial letters, 
thercfore, which contain coin, and all 
inland letters which contaln watches or 
jewellery, even though they be posted 
without registration, are treated as regiater- 
ed, aud charged on delivery with a dovble 
registration fee of eightpence in additio. to 
the ordinary postage; and any such letters 
which cannot be registered in time to be 
forwarded by the Mail for which they are 
posted are detained for, the next despatch. 


,| Even if the letter do not contain any article

Fans, Curios, Articles of Dress 
Fancy Work, and aimilar. presents are con- 
tinually being refused, the senders having 
often spent moro in Postage than would 
have paid the freight by s'’eamer.

Tie Post Office is not legally responsible 
for vhe eafo delivery of Registered corres-
